The Government of Canada recently 
presented to Parliament a series 0 
amendments to the Unemployment 
Insurance Act (UIA). The purpose 
of the proposed amendments 1s to 
improve existing legislation and to

Major 
improvements include additional 
maternity/parental benefits and the 
extension of coverage to people who 
choose to work beyond age 65. 

Although passed by the House 
of Commons on November 6th, 1989, 
Bill C-21 is still under consideration 
by the Senate and will not become 
law on December 31. 

Under one section of the 
current law, workers may qualify for 
regular UI benefits with at least 10 to 
14 weeks of work during the previous

Waste management technol- 
ogy is evolving at a rapid rate 
in response to the increasingly 
desperate position municipall- 
ties, provinces and countries 
have slid inté as a result of the 
tremendous amount of waste 
being produced. 

The term ‘waste’’ is under- 
going redefinition.Many of the 
materials that would have 
fallen under this heading in the 
past are now being sold and 
recycled and what's left has 
been divided into at least three 
more categories, (ie. compost- 
ables, hazardous waste and 
landfill). 

With the rapid changes come 
a variety of opinions regarding

Climbing the fu 
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ladder for small business: 


Seed capital from Innovation 
Ontario Corporation (IOC) has 
helped many businesses deve- 
lop to a point where private 
venture capital is more readily 
attainable. But as the following 
examples illustrate, it’s just 
the first important rung in a 
long ladder to the top. The need 
for further capital is an on- 
going fact of doing business. 

Toronto-based Omphalos 
Recovery Systems has deve- 
loped a unique technology that 
permits positive identification 
of individual gems. It’s a 

roauct with obvious potential 
or insurance firms who have 
millions of- dollars worth of 
unidentified, lost or stolen 
gems in their vaults. 

“The market's response to 
our idea is very positive,’ says 
Omphalos President Herman 
Wallner. ‘‘In a nutshell, they 
want it as soon as we can 
deliver it. But getting it ready 
for the market is a long 
hg at Our product embodies 
wo separate technologies: 
software devel here and a 
laser process called Gemprint, 
developed in the U.S. To get 
into business we had to first of 
all buy out Gemprint. [OC 
provided us with sufficient 
capital to do that and more. 
They've been terrific people to 
deal with and a great help to 
us. But raps bo Gemprint 
necessarily absorbed a lot of 
that money. We successfully

Social assistance programs 


Two major — part of 
Ontario's $415 million reform 
of social assistance seated 
came into effect on January 1, 


The first improvement, 
announced in May of 1989, 
provides a 6 per cent increase 
in the basic allowance for the 
recipients of Family Benefits 
and General Welfare 
Assistance. 


The second improvement, in 
shelter allowance, assists 
renters and homeowners who 
receive social assistance. Shel- 
ter costs will be covered 100 
per cent up to new higher 
ceilings. Previously only 80 per 
cent of the cost of shelter was 
covered. These changes will 
benefit most individuals and 
families who receive social 
assistance. 


Other significant changes 
were implemented in 
October 1989. The Supports to 
Employment rogram 
(STEP) ensures that social 


assistance recipients have 
financial incentives to take 
pe bei and are increas- 


doll 


y better off with each 
ar earned in the workforce. 


In addition, to recognize the 
costs of raising children, $54 
million was provided to 
improve the rates for families 
on social assistance. 


Recipients can receive 
substantial increases as a 
result of the October 1989 and

years of age, on Family Bene- 
fits and paying rent of r 
month will receive $206.00

When will premium payments end? 


January 1, i990. 

Ontario residents are responsible for paying their 
premiums until the end of December 1989, for the period 
through March 31, 1990. 


Will my health care coverage continue? 


Yes. If you were covered you will continue to be covered 
under your present OHIP number. 

Payment of the final premium will ensure continuous 
coverage to March 31, 1990. 

After April 1, 1990, coverage will automatically remain 
valid for all eligible residents of Ontario.

In the past, many companies paid all or a percentage of 
OHIP for their employees. Other companies paid nothing. 
Many Ontarians paid OHIP premiums on their own. 
Unfortunately, many of the people who had to pay their 
own premiums were those who could least afford them. 
The new Employer Health Tax and the elimination of 
OHIP premiums will make the system fair for everyone. 


Will there be encugh money to maintain 


the quality of health care we enjoy today? 


Yes. Last year nearly fourteen billion dollars, one third of 
the entire provincial budget, went towards providing health 
care for Ontario residents. The elimination of premiums 
in no way affects the amount of money the government 
has committed to health care. It simply changes one of the 
sources of the money. In the past OHIP premiums only 
paid for a very small part of the Ontario health care sys- 
tem. Most of the money for health care came from general 
revenues collected through the tax system. 


What doI do when I go to the doctor 
or the hospital? 


Do what you usually do. Use your OHIP number. It’s still 
the same. Present your number to show that you are 
eligible for health care services.

The Master Plan is to be a 
comprehensive waste manage- 
ment program for the fifteen 
participating municipalities, 
covering a projected 25 year 
period. A major concern 
voiced by the public is that

roducts. If leachate ‘contain- 
ing toxic substances escapes

» put at risk. Although the 
Master Plan proposes to install 
the best possible technology to 

revent leakage, the public has 
indicated that it wants more. It 
wants the Master Plan to 
implement preventative 
measures to keep HHW out of 
the landfill from the beginning.

You may not get every piece 
retrieved insures ‘the safety of 
your cows that much more.

National non-smoking week, January 22-28

By now we have all heard 
about the link between smok- 
ing and cancer. Did you know 
that smoking also affects our 
heart, blood pressure and 
blood cholesterol level? 

When you smoke a cigarette 
the nicotine makes the heart 
beat faster. Our heart needs 
oxygento work, Bi like our car 
needs gas. Tobacco smoke 
causes carbon monoxide to 
build up in the blood which 
means there is lessoxygento fuel 
our heart. This puts out a great 
strain on the heart muscle. 
Nicotine also causes your 
blood pressure to rise. This is 
extremely dangerous especial- 
ly for a person who already 
knows they have high blood 
pressure. 

Many people are also not 
aware that nicotine increases 
the amount of fat, especially 
cholesterol, that builds up on 
the insides of the arteries. 
When cholesterol builds up, the 
size of the artery gets smaller.

Stirling artist completes 
prestigious commission 


by Richard Gleeson 


“It has to do with giving 
back some of what you've 
taken out,’’ says Gary Miller of 
a portrait he just completed of 
renown Canadian poet Pauline 
Johnson. 

In Miller’s studio, a room on 
the second storey of his Stirling 
home, bright lights shine down 
on the work, bringing out the 
vibrant colours and powerful 
brushstrokes that have 
become Miller trademarks. 


The commission was 
announced at a conference 
sponsored by Indian Art-I 

rafts, an organization 
devoted to the development of 
native artists. The conference 
was held at the Ontario png 
of Art, and Miller spoke to the 
audience about the relevance 
of being a ‘world artist’ (as 
opposed to an ‘Indian artist’), 
and the relevance of education 
in achieving this goal. 

Recalling the conference, 
Miller makes it clear that 
Indians should hold their own 
culture nearest, but use it as an 
“inspirational springbeard’’. 

In choosing Miller to do the 
commission, Indian Art-lI 
Crafts based their selection on 
his formidable reputation, 
grounded upon four years of 
study, at the Ontario College 
of art, five years at University’ 
of Toronto and a year at Trent 
University. His works have 
been featured in one man 
exhibitions in Canada, Europe 
and the U.S.. He has completed 
commissions for Her Majes- 
ty’s Royal Collection, the 
Texaco Collection and, most 
recently, a six-panel work 
commemorating Loyalist 
College's 20th anniversary. 

Pauline Johnson’s mother, 
Emily Howells, was born in 
England. At the age of 21, she 
accepted an invitation from 
her sister, the wife of an 
Anglican minister working at 
the Six Nations reserve, near 
Brantford, Ontario, to come 
and experience life in what 
was then a new frontier.

The minister, Rev. Elliott, 
had recruited a Mohawk by the 
name of George Johnson to act 
as his interpreter. Johnson was 
also in the process of translat- 
ing the Bible into his native 
language, Mohawk, a task 
which necessitated frequent 
visits to Rev. Elliot’s home. 

The pace of the translation 
work slowed significantly soon 
after Howells’ arrival. She, 
apparently, was not displeased 
by the visits, as the two were 
soon married. In. 1861 the 
couple gave birth to a daught- 
er, Emily Pauline Johnson. 

During her childhood John- 
son’s mother encouraged her 
to read the English classics 
and her grandfather, Smoke 
Johnson, told her stories of the 
Mohawks. 

Through stage recitals of her 
romantic poetry, recitals that 
took her across the country 19 
times and included several 
tours of the U.S. and England, 
E. Pauline Johnson was to 
become internationally known 
as the “Indian Princess’’. 

The Indian Princess incor- 
porated British and Mohawk 
traditions in her work and her 
recitals. Her poetry and prose 
made use of the style of the 
British romantics to interpret 
and promote Mohawk herit- 
age. For her recitals, Johnson 
would often conduct a portion 
dressed in Mohawk garb, a 
buckskin -dress, bear claw 
necklace and eagle feathers, 
and then appear in a glamour- 
ous evening gown. 

Gary Miller is a direct 
descendant of Jacob Johnson, 
Pauline Johnson’s’ great 
grandfather. Miller recalls 
reciting a Pauline Johnson

This week, we'll look at some cs

Pp ; 

It is obvious that there will 
be some landfill needed. Where 
will the landfill site be? What 
will go into it? I hope it is not 
the toxic com t of the ash 
from the E.F.W.. 

The municipality of West- 
minster has initiated an eleven 
million dollar lawsuit against 
the dity of London ‘and its 
Victoria Hospital E.F.W. 
because toxic leachate from 
the ash deposited at the West- 
minster landfill site has 
entered the water table. The 
question to be answered is: 
what will be done with the ash 
from the E.F.W. unit? Clearly 
this must be known before the 
W.C.I. proposal can go ahead. I 
would suggest, as others have, 
that it could be incorporated 
into some form of permanent 
building material such as 
asphalt. It should be noted that 
Ontario has no clear re la- 
tions pertaining to the handling 
and disposal of incinerator 


ash. 

The W.C.I. installation; if 
built, would attract the atten- 
tion of Toronto city council like 
wolves after a lamb...how can 
we be assured that the installa- 
tion would not become Toron- 
to’s next waste management 
acquisition? 


I strongly question the 
wisdom of Inet ing sewage 
sludge in the composting oper- 
ation. If the compost is to be 
used on agricultural land, it 
must be free of heavy metals 
and other organic compounds 
which are often found in 
sewage sludge. A chemical 
company near Elmira has 
been sending waste water

contarrinated with toxic chem- 


‘icals to the sewage treatment 


facility there. The sludge from 
that facility will obviously be 
pete hiner too =_ 
$ argument for 
keeping sewage sludge out of 
Praag operations. The 
theory that it can be diluted 
and spread over a wide area 
does not hold ‘water’. The 
principle of ‘safety in dilution’ 
that our Great 
Lakes are the most heavily 
polluted in the world in terms 
of toxic chemicals. Can we 
really afford to take a chance 
on making an irreversible 
mistake? 


South Hastings Waste

The hose, pipe and nose-

tation reveals a reduction of 
the pressure in the affected 
stomach. Before leaving, 
Hag escribes_ treatment 
for armer to carry .out, 
adding that if the problem 
continues and he wishes to 
keep the animal, a valve could 
be cut into the side to release 
built up pressure. 

A young bull with swelling on 
the side of his jaw the size of a 
fist is waiting for attention at 
the next farm. The farmer 
informs Heagle that the swell- 
ing occured overnight. Exami- 
nation reveals the animal is 
running a temperature of 105, 
and the swelling is likely the 
result of an infection. Heagle 
treats it with antibiotic injec- 
tions, tubes in nutreints to keep 
it strong enough to fight off the 
infection, and prescribes a 
diaretic to reduce the swelling. 

At the next stop, we look in 
on a cow that recently received 
treatment. for a_ protein- 
deficiency problem. There is a 
note on a door to the barn 
specifying where the animal 
can be found. The examination 
shows signs of improved 
health. The cow is tied off and 
nutfients are pumped in. 
Heagle gets a couple of hand- 
fulls of grain and places them 
at the animals feet. ‘If they 
won't eat grain, you know 
they’re feeling pretty bad.” 
The cow begins consuming the 
grain. 

The differences between the 
medical treatment accorded 
human beings and_ that 
provided animals almost 
pitalot sated where small 
animals are concerned. When 
the patients cam be brought to 
the doctor rather than the 
reverse, sophisticated medical 
machinery can be employed in 
clinical conditions. 

Dr. Paul Hardacre of Hast- 
ings Veterinary Clinic explains 
that modern medical equip- 
ment was practically unheard 
of in veterinary medicine 10 
years ago. Over the last

cines, instruments and surgi- 
cal [techniques have prog- 
ressed rapidly. 

Upon entering, Hastings 
Veterinary Clinic appears 
much the same as a people 
doctor's practice.

counter. 

Beyond the counter there 
are two examination rooms, a 
treatmen ) room, an x-ray 
room with processing facili- 
ties, a surgical room complete 
with sophisticated devices to 
monitor vital signs and the 
administration of anaesthetics. 
Toward the rear is a series of 
holding cages. 

In spite of the sophisticated 
machinery; Dr. Hardacre 
faces the same basic problem 
Chris Heagle faces in the field - 
dia ing a problem without 
testimony from the patient. 
‘“That’s where the challenge is 
alright. We have to ae on 
physical examination, blood- 
work and medical history, as 
well as the observations of the 
animal owner.” 

Dr. Hardacre estimates that 
his practice is com 0 
about 75% small animals and 
25% large animals, mostly 
dogs, cats, and dairy cattle. 

“There’s a lot of sophistica- 
tion going on in the mass 
ecce of food and herd 

ealth.’’ Both the Stirling and 
Hastings clinics Ee herd 
health service to dairy farmers 
“Wi e. programs, 
deal with the herd as a patient 
rather then with the in ividual 
animals.”’ Vaccination and 
nutrition programs increase 
productivity to provide returns 
of between five and ten times 
the cost of the programs. 

The advancement of the 
science of veterinary medicine 
has been accompanied by 
increased educational require- 
ments. There are four Cana- 
dian veterinary colleges, in 
Guelph, Saskatoon, P.E.I, and 
Quebec. The Ontario Veterin- 
ary College at Guelph Univer- 
sity, more than students, 
all of whom completed the 
mandatory 10 universit 


credits, applied for 100 1- 
tions. Of the applicants, 200 are 
granted interviews and rated 
on the basis of their responses 
and their post-secondary 
grades.

Victim says one year is not 
enough for axe wielding 
common-law husband

Katherine Keast says ‘“‘no”’ 
one year is not enough for axe 
wielding Marmora man 
Murray MacGregor, ‘I was 
lucky to get away with my life” 
she says. 

Murray MacGregor, 32, was 
sentenced to a year in jail 
January 8th on four charges of 
assault (one with a dangerous 
weapon). Most professionals 
believe that, according to 
Katherine, he could be out in 
six months on good behaviour. 

Katherine Keast was very 
angry about the sentence when 
she spoke to the Madoc Review 
last Wednesday morning. She 
stresses that ‘more women 
have to come forward who are 
involved in this type of situa- 
tion’. “If he was going to get 
ten to fifteen years in prison 
for what he did to me he would 
have thought about it’’ says 
Katherine. 

“If someone points a gun ata 
police officer they get the book 
thrown at them. I didn’t know 
whether or not I would get out 

.of my home alive’’ says 
Katherine. 

Slowly, Katherine Keast is 
trying to get her life back 
together. She has had to sell 
her home in Marmora and take 
up residence’ north of Madoc. 
“The OPP suggested I ie 
silt by moving and the CA 
(Children’s Aid iety) basi- 
cally told me I had to move 
because I was endangering my 
children’s safety; they would 
have taken my kids if I hadn’t 
moved”’. 

Katherine’s mom Edith, 61, 
accompanied Katherine to the 
Review offices last Wednes- 
day. Edith says ‘‘nobody 
knows what crag and I have 
been through’’. She says that 
her grandsons, Jamie, 6, and 
Douglas, 8, have been both 
mentally and_ physically 
scarred by the violence they 
have witnessed. ‘‘When Doug, 
the oldest boy, saw in the oad 
that Murray was sentenced to 
one year he said it wasn't 
enough time for what he did to 
Mommy” ve ith 

Douglas Keast received a 
gash to the head when Murray 
assaulted him before continu- 
ing his rage of violence on his 
mom back in May of 1989.

Looking back Katherine says 
that the boys really liked 
Murray MacGregor and 
Murray took a real liking to 
them. “‘He did a lot with the 
boys.”

Last site should be dropped | 
Rawdon off the landfill hook 


Madoc could go back on list 


by Richard Gleeson 

In a surprising move, the 
Centre. and South Hastings 
Waste Management Master 
Plan Steering Committee last 
week (Jan. 25) dropped three 
last sites they had been consid- 
ering for a large scale landfill. 

The Committee passed three 
motions implementing the 
decision. 

According to Vice-Chairman 
Tom Deline, the first motion 
‘formally requested’ that the 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Food confirm or adjust the 
Class 5 soil grading (Canada 
Land Mapping) see ae the 
site on Rawdon Con. VI Lots 22 
and 23. 

The second motion 
‘removed the two northern 
sites (Rawdon Con. XI Lots 14 
and 15, Rawdon Con. XIII Lots 
15 and 16) from 
consideration.” 

The third motion rendered 
the first academic. If the 
M.A.F. investigation results in 
upgrading the soil classifica- 
tion of the southern sitern site, 
it would be drop because 
1-4 grade farmland is automat- 
ically excluded in the | psa 
being employed to find a suit- 
able site. If the M.A.F. reports

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that the current classification 
of the land is accurate, the site 
would be dropped anyway 
because it supports several 
viable farming operations. 
Vice-Chairman Deline attri- 
buted the unsuccessful end to 
the search to the stringent 
criteria that was used. ““The 
criteria has been so strict, that 
we were put a position where 
we could not get the best site.” 
The Committee is now faced 
with the task of establishing a 
new criteria, a job which 
Deline estimated would take 
between two and three months. 
The sites were dropped after 
several passionate appeals 
from ratepayers and landow- 
nets, most organized under the 
auspices of Rawdon Against 
Poor Waste Management.

Forty children will die each 
day in the Honduras from 
malnutrition while 70 per cent 
of all yore in Central Ameri- 
ca show similar signs of 
malnourishment:

Mrs. Whittmann has visited 
ten South American countries 
and graphically told students 
what it was like to live in

Most stones 
are faceted, or carved, to allow 
a maximum of brilliance and 
shine. Cabochons are smoothly 
cut gems.
